Does  »u*i  knojw  how  he  will  like  the  tid- 
ingSjii  but  if  he  knew  in  what  danger  the 
LoxiwMoUhtrics  were  from  this  new  sect  of 
rebaptiziug  ajul  free  lilxirty  to  make  all 
good(s  jcoihmiln,  and  not  to  obey  princes  or 
prelate,  he  would  like  that  tidings  much 
worjj."  (Ibid,  p.  107  (»9 7)  ). 

THcse  letteijs,  and  many  others,  w hich 
wen? doubtless  written,  could  but  influence 
the  govern iiuiiit  against  all  foreign  Ana- 
baptists. Although,  there  were,  at  this 
time;  thousands  of  Kngltsh  Baptists,  they 
wenjieft  conjparatively  undisturbed;  but 
the  : most  Effectual  wrath  was  visited 
against  the  foreign  Anabaptists,  who  now 
for  t*)«-  first  tijme,  came  to  England. 

T|*i  Baptists  at  this  time  were  suffering 
im wild  persecutions  on  the  Continent. 
Aftcf  the  death  of  John  van  (ieclen,  in  Hol- 
land; many  of  the  Dtitch  Anabaptists 
sought  refuge]  in  England,  for  they  doubt- 
less had  heafd  of  the  supposed  laxity  in 
the  English  laws. 

Blit  they  were  to  meet  with  the  most 
serious  punishment  in  England.  Henry 
VI I If  was  already  interested  in  the  exter- 
miniftum  of  the  Anabaptists,  and  his  seal 
extended  to  foreign  lands.  An  interesting 
light  Is  throwui  upon  the  action  of  Henry 
Villi  at  this)  time,  by  a letter  from  Ferdi- 
nantii  King  of  the  Romans,  to  Antonio 
Lcyi(i,  Captiiin  Generali  of  the  Ix-ague. 
The  King  says:  “A  great  number  of  impor- 
tant ipersonafjes  and  exjx-rienced  captains 
are  assembling  an  army,  apparently  to 
Mihjtjift  the  Anabaptists  in  Munster,  but  in 
fact,  i|f>  order  to  carry  out  their  plans  in 
res|H3(ft  to  Wirtenlierfjf.  The  King  of 
F ra life  and  thk-  King  of  Ehgland  are  as- 
sistigl;;  thenj.”  (Gairdner,  letters  and 
1‘ajx‘ts  Henryj  VIII.,  vol.  7).  This  shows 
that  the  King  of  England  had  an  interest 
in  th*-  Anabaptist  movement  in  Germany 
and  ;fd(>k  part  in  suppressi  g it.  All  of 
thesd  things  milled  to  the  prejudice  against 
the  Atm  baptists  and  made  their  punish- 
mentfltmly  thej  more  i-ertain. 

Hi^  interest,  however,  was  not  confined 
to  f '.ijrmany.  In  this  same  year,  a royal 
procMihntion  was  issued,  in  which  it  was 
said  that  many  strangers  are  coming  into 
this  irealm,  who,  “though  they  were  bap- 
tizedjin  their  infancy,  yet  have,  in  con- 
tempt of  the  holy  sacrament  of  baptism, 
reba mixed  themselves.  They  are  ordered 
to  depart  out  of  the  realm  in  twelve  davs, 
undef  pain  of  death.”  (Wilkins,  Concilia, 
vol.  P-  779), 

it  ife  certain  that  these  Anabaptists  did 
not  ftturn  tb  the  Continent,  and  that 
they  pid  remajin  in  England.  Cromwell, 
at  his*  death,  left  this  memorandum  in  his 
pocket:  “First,,  touching  the  Anabaptists 
and  xyhat  the  King  will  do  with  them.’’

that  the  Sacrament  of  Christ’fc  l*nlv  is  hut 
bread  only;  sixthly,  that  he  wnojnfter  |>ap- 
tisiji  si n net h wittingly,  sinnetlj  dpadl v,  and 
cannot  be  saved.  Fourteen  <f  (hem  were 
conllemned;  a man  and  a xj-ojnan  were 
burtit  in  Smithfield;  the  othfr  'twelve  of 
thefii  were  sent  to  other  t|>wns,  there 
tolje burnt.”
